paBied alone, he bid them every one to 
be ot good cheer, and not to Kite them- 
selves up to sorrow, because tbat would 
binder them In their flight, which wag 
now tho only hopo of safety that they 
bad. Accordingly (hey tried to bear 
with patience tbe calamity they were 
under, as he exhorted them to do; yet 
was be once almost going to kill him- 
self, upon tbe overthrow of a wagon, 
and the danger bis mother wu then in 
of being killed; and this on two ac- 
counts, because of bis great concern for 
her, and because he w« afraid lest, by 
this delay, tho enemy should overtake 
him in tho pursuit; but aa he was draw-

therewith, (bate that were present re- 
restrained him; and being 10 many in

and therefore since he had not mi 
bauda at liberty, but tbe bonds he was 
iu prevented him from killing himself 
thereby, be dashed his bead against a 
groat Jiono, and thereby took sway his 
own life, wbicb he thought to b« tbe 
best thing he could do in snob a dis- 
tress as ho waa In, and thereby put it 
out of tho power of tbe enemy if) bring 
him to any death be pleased.

caa to 15S6, alpaca was a stuff unknown 
in any woman's wardrobe.' Its revival 
waa wholly due to the Inventive clever- 
ness of Titus Salt of England, who af- 
terward got a title to dignify bis odd 
name, ar-4 who in tho year above men- 
tioned stumbled across In a Liverpool 
warehouse a number of bales of ill 
tmelllng black hslr from South Amer- 
ica.
